lie spoke as follows: 


“The literial translation of the text 
is ‘buy ing up the 
opportunity .’ 
It 
means to make the most of the b a r­ 
gains of a given day . 
If the oppor­ 
tunities of making a living are im­ 
portant what shall 
we say of tin* 
opportunities which enables us to 
make a life? 
They are as essential 
to our success in one sphere as in 
another. 


“We are apt to give too 
great 
countenance to talent and genius. 
These to a great degree enter into the 
success of every man. 
But they do 
not constitute all. 
The biographies 
of successful men teach 
us 
that 
opportunity 
is 
the 
predominating 
element in life. 
‘The race is not to 
the swift, nor the battle to the strong 
— but time and chance happeneth to 
them all.’ 
Give men equal oppor­ 
tunities and the man of talent will 
make the greatest success. But many 
men of talent fail while those less 
gifted make a success of life. 
The 
difference between these two is the 
difference between opportunities lost 
and gained.

Bucket in Which Container Sat Was 


Retl Hot and in Few Minutes Floor 


Would Have Been Ablaze. 


What would have been a very dis­ 
astrous fire was narrowly averted 
about one o clock Sunday morning 
! by the timely discovery of diaries 
Razor, owner of the Gem theater, ot 
a blaze ten feet high in the center of 
the floor in E. 1?. C asady ’s dry goods 
store. 


Saturday night before closing the 
clerks had lighted a fire under form­ 
aldehy de to disinfect the store as is 
alway s done in tin* spring and early 
summer. 
In some manner the flames 
got into the formaldehy de and it was 
ignited. 


The bucket in which the formalde­ 
hy de container sat was red hot when 
the fire was discovered and it ap­ 
peared very likely then that the floor 
would have caught fire in a very few 
minutes. 
It is probable that the fire 
would have spread rapidly had the 
floor been ignited. 


It i s unexplained how the fire ever 
happened to get into the form alde­ 
hy de container. 
A low blaze was 
lighted under it and then the whole 
apparatus was placed in a galvanized 
bucket. 
The bucket was so hot that 
it had to he carried out on an iron 
stove poker. 


It is somewhat of a eonineidenee 
that Paul T. Allen, of the Casifdy 
store, said to Mr. Casady 
Saturday 
night jusf before 
closing 
that 
it 
would probably he best to set 
the 
bucket in front of the big hard coal 
stove so that if the 
formaldehy de 
caught on fire, it would he seen from 
the street. 
The bucket had been set 
behind the stove. 
No one supposed, 
even then, that there was danger of a 
fire. 


When Mr. Razor saw the blaze, he 
notified Nightwatchman Sullivan and 
they , with a few other men, got fire 
extinguishers from the 
fire 
station 
and quickly put out the fire.

A high wind today made it plain 
that pedestrians in 
the 
downtown 
district would have to eat dust this 
summer if (he business men did not 
make arrangem ents to sprinkle the 
paved 
streets. 
Dust 
blew 
every ­ 
where and knew no such an impedi­ 
ment as a 
closed 
door. 
It 
oozed 
through every !hing. 


Recently a committee 
from 
the 
Chamber of Commerce went 
before 
the city council to see what arrange­ 
ments could he made about obtaining 
water for sprinkling purposes. 
The 
council told the committee it would 
pump w ater from* the river to the 
standpipe for five cents a thousand 
gallons. 
The committee thought this 
rather high and then it was sugges­ 
ted by Councilman O. C. Brann that 
the streets in the business district he 
sprinkled and swept each night. 


The general impression then was 
that this would alleviate the trouble, 
but today proved that it would not. 
Tho 
streets were 
sprinkled 
and 
swept early this 
morning, 
hut 
it 
seemed to have little effect on tlie 
dust. 
The dirt streets of the city 
are even worse. 


Delay in preparing the plans and 
making the 
preliminary 
arrange­ 
ments for oiling is responsible for 
the dusty condition 
of 
the 
dirt 
streets. 
The council began talking 
about oil early in April, but one de­ 
lay after another has brought the 
pfesent state of affairs. 
The con­ 
tract will not he 
let 
until 
June 4. 
Last y ear it required three weeks to 
get a tank of oil 
here. 
If 
it 
re­ 
quires as much time 
this 
y ear, it 
will he near the first of July before 
any oil is spread. 


Attention was also called to the 
fact today , the first real hot day of 
the summer, that there was no water 
in the watering tanks for animals 
on two corners of the court house 
block. 
Attention was called to this 
last summer and later w ater was run 
into them. 
The thermometer 
indicated 
this 
was the hottest day thus fa r this 
y ear. 
It was ninety degrees above 
in the 
shade. 
A 
strong, 
warm 
breeze that often resembled a gale 
blew most of the day . 
Farm ers as well as 
city 
people 
were hoping for rain today , and the 
weather bureau say s that there will 
bo some before the week's out. 
The 
bureau at W ashington 
say s 
there 
will probably bo local rains the first 
half of the week and the 
Indiana 
bureau promises some thunder show­ 
ers.

Vera Cruz, May 25.— With Gener­ 
al Blanquet, minister of War, open­ 
ly defy ing General H uerta and the 
D ictator submitting 
meekly (while 
business houses in the capital are 
barricaded in anticipation of fight­ 
ing in the streets, foreigners in Mex­ 
ico City sent word here today that 
they believed Huerta might not last 
through the week. 
The discovery of an alleged plot 
against Huerta Saturday caused the 
break 
between the 
Dictator and 
Blanquet. 
Almost 
beside himself 
with rage, when he discovered his 
subordinates were leagued against 
him, H uerta rushed to the peniten­ 
tiary and ordered the execution of 
100 prisoners. 
These were suspect­ 
ed as part of the plot. 
The keeper 
secretly 
telephoned 
Blanquet. 
The war minister went at 
once to the penitentiary , found Huer­ 
ta outside and ordered the prisoners 
returned,to their cells. 
“You must stop this killing 
of 
y our supposed enemies if y ou want 
me to stand by y ou in this crisis,” 
Blanquet told Huerta. 
To the 
great 
astonishment of 
prison officers. Huerta obey ed him. 
Blanquet is said by refugees to be 
the man of the hour in Mexico City 
and in ease of a crisis would prob­ 
ably take charge and send Huerta 
out of the country . 
The 
situation in the 
capital is 
electrical with tension. 
Spaniards 
are leaving by every train, terrified 
by the approach of Villa. 
H uerta has placed sixteen French 
cannon in Chepultec castle, prepar­ 
ing for a last stand.

during a drought. 
All lawns shoul 
have some application of seed in the 
spring that they may appear 
wel 
during the rest of the 
season, 
ac­ 
cording to the U. S. Department 
ot 
Agriculture’s landscape gardner. 


The best and most 
widely 
use< 
mixture for seeding a lawn is one o 
Kentucky blue grass and red 
top 
equal parts by weight. On absolute­ 
ly hare soil a pound of seed he sown 
to every 200 square feet. 
Only one 
fourth of that amount is neceossnrv 
on moderately good lawns. 
Only th 
very best seed j-hould he used. 
See« 
that is furnished by a reliable seeds 
man is likely to he good. Thin place 
should he heavily seeded, and when 
there are considerable areas ahnos 
without grass, it is advisable to ’Sow 
white clover seed in addition to tlu 
mixture already recommended. 


Poor preparation of the 
soil 
is 
much more often the cause for poor 
results than the 
quality 
of 
seed. 
Where the surface of the ground 
is 
not loosened up and well4 pulverised 
so that tlu* g r a s s seeds may come in 
contact with the soil, tin* best of seed 
will not germinate. There should a lso 
be plenty of vegetable m atter (hu­ 


m u s ) in flic ground for the seed to 
give the host results. 
Sometimes had weather conditions, 
as drought, will affect results, 
even 
though the seed is good and the soi 
has been well prepared; 
nor is a 
quick rain at the time of sowing an 
undoubted blessing, for if 
such 
a 
rain just (muses the seeds to sprout, 
and is then followed by dry weather, 
the weed seeds, already plentiful in 
the soil, will also sprout and being 
stronger to resist the 
dry 
weathei 
than the grass seed, will crowd out 
the latter. The seedsman in such an 
instance may be blamed without rea­ 


son for selling an inferior product.

An electromagnet consists, essential­ 
ly . of a core of soft iron surrounded by 
many turns of insulated copper wire 
through which a powerful electric cur­ 
rent is made to flow. When the cur­ 
rent starts flowing the iron instantly 
becomes a magnet, and when the cur­ 
rent is shut off the iron just as instant­ 
ly loses its magnetism. An electromag­ 
net can be made much more powerful 
than a permanent magnet of steel, and 
it is also much more useful, because its 
magnetism may be turned on and off 
at will. It is indispensable in making 
telegraph instruments, and in recent 
y ears it has become hardly less indis­ 
pensable as a kind of giant derrick 
hand for picking up tons of steel and 
iron and depositing them wherev er 
they are wanted.—New York J ournal.

The funeral of Ed Bird, brother of 
Tom Bird of Arlington, was held at 
Greensburg at the home of Ira Bird, 
a brother of the deceased 
Sunday 
afternoon. 
The Rev. M. 
J. Ryan, 
pastor of the Arlington M. E. church 
assisted in the ceremony. 
The body 
of Fal Bird, who was shot 
by 
an 
Italian at Kankakee, 111., last Thurs­ 
day afternoon, arrived in Grensburg 
Saturday. 
The facts concerning the death of 
Mr. Bird are given in a Kankakee pa­ 
per, and are substantially as follows: 
Mr. Bird was shot to death 
by an 
Italian, who held a grudge of a year's 
standing against him. About a year 
ago Mr. Bird, who was an engineer 
on the I. C. & S. railroad, had occa­ 
sion to pull his train out. 
On the 
main line was a hand-car under con­ 
trol of Boninick Salerlo, an Italian 
section hand. The engineer demand­ 
ed the right of way, and the Italian 
suggested that the train take the sid­ 
ing and permit the hand-car to use 
tin* main track. 
This 
controversy 
led to bad feeling on the part of tlic 
“dago, 
and lu* has held 
a 
grudge 
against Mi;. Bird ever since. 
Thursday afternoon Mr. Bird re­ 
ceived orders to take his train out. 
The Italian was on hand when the 
train left to run down the track a lit­ 
tle distance where some stock was to 
bo watered before proceeding on the 
regular run. 
Shortly after the train 
had readied the stock pens the Ital­ 
ian came up and began to upbraid 
Mr. Bird for not permitting him to 
ride. 
He was told that it was not 
known that he wanted to ride. 
At 
the time of this conversation Air. 
Bird and his fireman had left their 
engine and were sitting under a tree 
in the shade while the 
stock 
were 
taking water. 
The Italian 
became 
furious and before 
his 
intentions 
were suspected he whipped 
out 
a 
large revolver and began firing. The 
first shot struck Mr. Bird 
in 
the 
breast and the second was also effec­ 
tive. 
The wounded man, hurl unto 
death by the first bullets, fell forward 
on his face. By this time all the 
fierceness of the hot-blooded Italian 
race seemed to he aroused in 
the 
gun-user, and lie continued to fire 
bullets into the prostrate form before 
him until all five shots had taken 
cif«*«*t. 
Of course the shooting soon at­ 
tracted a crowd and the 
murderer 
was arrested and placed in jail, where 
he is held on the charge of first de­ 
gree murder. 
From all accounts Mr. 
Bird was in nowise to blame, and his 
death was due to the act of a brutal 
murderer.

The 
first shot struck Mr. Bird 
in

breast and the second was also effec- 
tive. 
The wounded man, hurt unto 


death by the first bullets, fell forward 
.on his face. By this time all the 
fierceness of the hot-blooded Italian 
race seemed to be aroused in 
the 


gun-user, and he continued to fire 
bullets into the prostrate form before 
him until all five shots had taken 
effect. 


Of course the shooting soon at- 


tracted a crowd and the murderer 
was arrested and placedin jail, where 
he is held on the charge of first de- 
gree murder. From all accounts Mi- 
Bird was in nowise to blame, and his 
death was due to the act of a bruta 
murderer.
